tion of a few more years. The present 
lines of the Union Traction company 
are only a begnning, and this may 
also be .--aid of most of the other roads 
that ar*- now operating or building. 
Now that the companies centering in 
Indianapolis have signed their fran­ 
chises to maintain terminals in the 
city, it is « xpeeled that work on all 
of them will progress with more speed 
than it bas in the past, for they have 
been holding back to see what the city 
officials in Indianapolis were going to 
do. 
For a time it looked to students 
of the situation as if increases in the 
rates were inevitable on the roads en­ 
tering indianapolis, because ail of the 
interurban men agreed the tax im­ 
posed by the city was so high they 
could not bear it under their present 
fare schedules,

at which they ar** enabled by the small 
luet of motiv*- power to transport pas­ 
sengers and freight, and the stronger 
interurban men think it would We a 
sad day for the roads when they raised 
th*- rates. 
Th rev- more lines will be 
running into Indianapolis by the end 
of the month, and two others will be­ 
gin before the summer is over. 
The 
Martinsville line owned by Charles F. 
Smith now runs to Mooresville, but 
the g*?rvice is not regular. 
The cars 
will be running to Martinsville in a 
very short time, Mr. Smith says, and 
a regular s* hedule will be in effect. 
Albert I^eiber's Plainfield line will be 
one of the others to come into In­ 
dianapolis this month. 
An extension 
of this line to Cartersburg Springs and 
improvements in the summer resort 
there ar*- among the things contem­ 
plated. 
Probably the most important 
line of the three to begin this month 
is the Shelbyville 
road. which will 
eventually be extended to Ohio, where 
it will probably connect with a system 
to Cleveland and another to Cincin­ 
nati. 
It is said that regular sleeper 
and dining-car service will be a feature 
on this line after it is entirely com­ 
puted. 
The 
Indianapolis-Northern 
road, controlled by m e Union Traction 
com pan* will hardly begin operating 
for some time, but when It does it will 
be the beginning of another extensive 
system. 
It will connect with Peru, so 
that cars will be running between Indi­ 
anapolis and that city by next summer, 
and from there one will be able to 
lniarJ other cars for Fort Wayne, Pres­ 
ident George F. McCulloch of the Un­ 
ion Traction company says. All in all, 
it would seem that the interurban baby 
is growing to quite a healthy youth, 
with promise of greater development 
as time passes.

‘‘A person absolutely without sleep 
for nine tlnys will die.’' says a writer 
in Ainslee’s. "Sufferers from insomnia 
sometimes maintain that they have 
gone for weeks without sleeping, but it 
bas been proved tlint they do sleep 
without liking nature of it At a cer­ 
tain point sleep is inevitable, no mat­ 
ter what the bodily condition, the al­ 
ternative being death. Prisoners have 
slept on the rack of the inquisition. 
And the Chinese found that ouly the 
greatest ingenuity and vigilance cixiid 
carry out a sentence of death by slePp 
lessness. This mode of capital punish­ 
ment was long in favor in Ghinn and is 
sat id to he so today, while as a form of 
torture deprivation of sleep is consid­ 
ered one of the most efficacious weap­ 
ons in the Chinese Judicial araeuai. 
In some such cases the prisoner is 
kept in a cage too small to stand up or 
lie down in and constantly prodded 
with a sharp rod. Death by starvation, 
also a Chinese punitive method, is a 
slower 
process and 
therefore, 
one 
would {bink, more calculated to appeal 
to tho oriental mind if it were not 
that death by sleeplessness is thought 
so much more painful. 
In the lat­ 
ter case tile brain is the first affect­ 
ed of all die organs of the body, while 
in case of starvation the brain longest 
retains ita normal weight and charac­ 
ter. 
“A corresponding mode of taming 
wild elephants is said to lie depriving 
the animals of sleep when first caught 
In a few days they become compara­ 
tively spiritless and harmless. 
The 
brain of the elephant is beld to lie 
more highly developed than that of 
any other wild animal, but of course 
as compared with a human brain can 
be easily fatigued by new impressions 
and so made very dependent on sleep. 
The wild elephant in his native jungle, 
however, is said to sleep very little—a 
further point for the theory of the uni­ 
versal ratio of sleep to intelligence. 
A man taken out of his habitat and 
placed in conditions which he never 
could have imagined—lf transported 
to Mars, say—would doubtless need un 
extraordinary amount of sleep at first 
There is the almost parallel case of a 
German boy, Casper Hauser, who up 
to the age of eighteen was kept in one 
room where he had no intercourse with 
human beings or sight of any natural 
object, not even the sky. At eighteen 
he was brought to Nuremberg aud 
abandoned in the street For the first 
few* months of Dis life among men he 
slept almost constantly and so soundly 
that It was very hard to wake him.”
